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DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 


Notes on Meeting held in the Town Hall on Wednesday, 13 September attended by Clirs Mrs Brewer, 
Clarke, Clinch, Colley, Cosgrove, Drake, Flux, Miss Hill, Mrs Lee, Oddy, Mrs Stevens, Mrs Swash and 
Todd (chairman). Dist Cilr O’Sullivan was also present. 

EDUCATION GRANTS: Cilr Todd welcomed all present for the presentation of £100 grants, from the 
Chairman’s Allowance, to local youngsters who are going on to higher education. He wished them success 
with their studies and said he looked forward to learning of their progress in three years time. They were: 
Stephane Clark of Clifton (Media Studies, Cardiff), Rachel Hewitt-Hall of Clifton (Media Studies, 
Southampton), Katy Kirk of Deddington (Business & Law, Southampton), Alan Healey of Deddington 
(Biology & Ocean Science, Plymouth), Deborah Neale of Hempton (Physical Education, Bangor), Jamie 
Robinson of Deddington (Environmental Management, Manchester), Laura Murphy of Deddington (Law, 
Nottingham) and Laila Mahfoudh of Deddington (Business & Finance, South Bank). 7. 
ELECTION RESULT: Clirs welcomed Brian Cosgrove from Hempton to his first full PC meeting, 
following his success at the by-election on 3 August. 

HOLLY TREE CLUB: Clirs agreed to spend up to £100 on curtaining at Holly Tree Club. Fabric to be 
obtained at discounted price and Craft Group to be asked to make them. PC also agreed to lend the Club 
surplus chairs from the Windmill Centre on a temporary basis. 

CHURCH TOWER ILLUMINATION: Clir Todd reported tower had been lit most evenings since the 
initial switch-on, at a cost of about 25p a night. Cllrs agreed the PC would pay the annual costs of around 
£80-£90 and an earlier suggestion to raise money through sponsorship was dropped. 

STREET LIGHTING: 1. The Clerk reported he had obtained a 50% grant from CDC for two extra street 
lights in Horse Fair. Cllrs would like to hear about other dark spots from parishioners. 2. PC to go ahead 
with the lighting scheme for Market Place, at a cost to the Parish of £13,352 plus £3,150 from CDC. 
RECREATION & GRANTS: 1. Clirs discussed an application for £500 from Deddington Housing 
Association towards the cost of repairing the wall at Holly Tree Cottages. They refused the application on the 
grounds that maintenance was the Association’s responsibility. 2. Cllr Drake reported the cttee had looked 
again at the Tennis Club’s application for help with coaching fees. After a lengthy debate clirs agreed the 
matter should go back to cttee with appropriate advice and ideas from others. 

ENVIRONMENT: 1. PC to spend £804 on six Kill Your Speed signs. 2. Water is now connected in 
cemetery. A pressure tap would cost £219 and quotes are awaited for a trough, which may be cheaper. 3. 
Small set of tools to be provided for the Village Steward, who currently uses his own. 4. Cllrs agreed on 
amended design for bus shelters, on condition they would be accessible for wheelchairs and pushchairs. Cost 
will be no more than £870 per shelter. 5. Clerk to write to CDC about problems of parked cars outside the 
Chapel at Clifton. 8. PC to invite water board.to meet and discuss long-standing problem of low water 
pressure in parts of High Street and Hempton Road. 9. Clirs reminded parishioners to remove posters from 
bus shelters after the event, as they soon begin to look untidy and scruffy. 10. Dist Cllr O’Sullivan reported 
that OCC has no money to complete the re-surfacing of Clifton Road footpath although they have agreed to 
level off the verge to make it suitable for horses. Cllr Colley was concerned that someone would be killed 
before anything was done. 11. Position of newly installed Keep Clear sign at The Grove to be monitored . 
PLANNING & PROPERTY: 1. PC refused Persimmon Homes’ request for advertising signs to remain in 
Hempton Road and Banbury Road for five years. Company to be asked to re-apply every 12 months. 2. PC 
objects to overlooking, overlapping and inadequate plans for extension at Wakehurst, Castle Street. PC to ask 
that plans be re-presented. 3. Exterior plumbing at Grove Lodge unsightly. Cttee to discuss with CDC. 
WINDMILL: 1. Cllr Flux reported final accounts have been settled, with £12,028 remaining. PC agreed to 
spend £6,946 of this to remedy serious problem of condensation which would otherwise degrade the building. 
2. Maintenance is under control: quotes awaited to upgrade Gents’ toilet and pathways. 3. Cricket Club 
queried the amount of its water bill, after supply had been used by Football Club’s contractors working on the 
goal mouth. After a heated debate, cllrs agreed it was up to the Cricket Club to reach an agreement with the 
Football Club. 4. The Badminton Club has now paid most of its outstandiig account, Cllr Flux said Club 
had previously been advised to apply to PC for loan, not CDC as incorrectly reported in DN. 5. In general, 
Cllr Flux reported the caretaker is doing an excellent job, the piano is being repaired and an extra dog notice 
has been installed beside the all-weather court. There is a full programme of entertainment for all ages. 

PC FUNDS: £450,000 (Bradford & Bingley, variable @ 7.3%); £140,000 (Treasury Deposit @ 6.25%); 
£12,779 (4.75% , 14 days notice); £1, 926 (3%, overnight). Total funds: £604,705. 

SPECIAL FINAN CE MEETING: A special finance meeting will be held at the Town Hall on Monday, 2 
October at 7.30pm to discuss cllrs’ and parishioners’ proposals for projects for the Parish. Consideration will 
be given to the 1996/97 precept and there will also be a report on the OCC Structure Plan. 
CORRESPONDENCE: 1. Notification of timetable changes for bus service X58/59, which now operates 
from Mondays to Thursdays and goes through Bodicote. Timetables displayed on noticeboards. 2. Alastair 
Welford confirmed he has suitable machinery and will do the groundwork at the Clifton playground but 
suggest PC take advice on what is required first. 3. A repair to the Church clock several years ago has now 
failed and clock needs two full working days spent on it, Clerk to liaise with Church to arrange dates.

DOWN ON THE FARM 


Happy New Year! As I have said before, autumn is the start of a new farming year. 
The oil seed rape is already planted and growing away well despite the attention of 
the slugs. Ploughing for the other winter sown crops is well under way and is 
working down well after the rain in early September. We shall again be growing 
wheat for milling and animal feed beans and oats. 
The sheep are much more comfortable now with the temperature much lower and some 
fresh grass to graze. We have not sold many fat lambs this year but hope to get 
some away with the autumn flush of grass. The rams were put out on 20 September 
and we should get some lambs in the last week of February. 
The bees will now have to be got ready for winter, mouse guards put on and winter 
food stocks inspected to see which hives need feeding. I shall treat all the hives 
against Varroa mites with chemical strips in the brood chambers. This is only done 
after the last of the honey has been collected. We hope to get all the grain crops 
drilled in October and the beans in at the beginning of November and then we can 
start to get the buildings ready for the stock to come in for the winter. I hope 
we have enough winter feed stocks to see us through. 
As we come into winter and the field work is less, the farming social scene gets 
started with meetings to hear about new methods of crop production and livestock 
husbandry, Farming Club evenings of skittles and quizzes and much talk about 
environmental matters. One meeting I shall go to is on ‘Bio diversity' (whatever 
that is!) on 1 November as part of the One World week activities being organised by 
Christopher Hall. It should be interesting and I might learn something.

NATURE NOTES 


With the onset of winter there are many changes to be seen in the 
various habitats in and around Deddington. Most obvious are the yur 
naked trees and hedges, but upon closer examination it is apparent ST} 
that these plants still have plenty to offer hungry creatures SN he 
over the forthcoming months. I have noticed that the hawthorn eee 
and elderberry are particularly loaded with fruit, which is good 
news for blackbirds, starlings, song and mistle thrushes, as well as sah 
the winter visitors, the redwing and fieldfare. Another berry fruit which is often 
overlooked is the ivy berry which is a staple winter food for the wood-pigeon. 
Many of the deciduous trees found in this area also provide an important source of 
food throughout the winter months, Of the more common species, the oak trees' 
acorns provide food for wood-pigeons, jays, squirrels,’ mice and voles. The beech 
tree with its 'mast' is a valuable food source to many members of the finch family 
including winter visitors such as the brambling. The latter can also be seen, 
sometimes in large numbers, feeding on the fallen seeds of the alder tree which is 
quite common along the Cherwell Valley. The round seed heads contain small seeds 
which make a dark brown carpet underneath the alder which usually grows alongside 
rivers and ditches. These seeds also provide food for mice and voles. 
One of the biggest problems facing our overwintering birds and animals is that 
their food source of berries and seeds is often destroyed before the winter comes. 
Some farmers are still cutting their hedges in the late summer and early autumn 
when they should be aiming to cut hedges in January/February, thus giving our over- 
wintering nut and berry feeders time to consume their winter food.

THE WAY WE WERE, Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood. 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for August 1845 : 


ist AUGUST - Our dear boys Willy and Johnny left us by the second coach this 
morning for Marlborough College again - I never pets the holidays to have 
passed away so rapidly. 

4th AUGUST - I wrote to Dr. Williams at Winchester to ask him to recommend a 
Clergyman with pupils where we could place Holford. Answered two advertisements in 
the Morning Herald on the subject of Tuition. 

12th AUGUST - Susan and Betsie rode out together with Holford as a Chaperon, he and 
his sister rode over to Bloxham to call on the Davis's afterwards. 

17 AUGUST ~ I called at J. Woolgrove's door near the Church and ordered him some 
brandy, poor fellow! 

18th AUGUST ~ The schools broke up for the harvest. 

21st AUGUST - We lunched at one o'clock - having to g¢ to Aynho to dinner at a 
quarter before 7 o'clock pm. Susan, Betsy (whom the Cartwrights were kind enough 
to invite) and I went and enjoyed ourselves much - it was the first time Betsy had 
ever dined out since leaving school in June last. 

25th AUGUST - I buried poor Richard Franklin the Methodist Preacher, an 
unpretending, humble minded, well intentioned person - he had left the Church from 
necessity if I may say so, viz. the immoral conduct of a late Vicar being the cause 
of his having so done.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood. 
Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for 1845: 


5th JUNE - A grand tea drinking as usual once in the year at Calcutt's Barn for 
the Wesleyan Chapel school children. 

9th~1lth JUNE ~ Went to London by coach and stayed at Ibbotson's Hotel, and met 
Betsie on her return from school. Betsie and I went to Lord Elson's to luncheon 
and afterwards took an airing for an hour and a half with him in his carriage in 
the Regent's Park. We afterwards went to the play at Drury Lane Theatre. 

2lst JUNE - We were busy carrying hay all day from the little and great meadows - 
we began mowing Plank Meadow, a famous crop indeed, carried 16 loads of hay. . 
28th JUNE - The boys caught two eels in our brook. 

8th JULY - a Wool Fait was held at Banbury today for the first time as an 

- experiment ~ a Dinner took place afterwards at the Red Lion Inn, Mr. Hall of Astrop 

in the Chair. I sent my clip of wool to be sold thereat by Mr. Stilgoe, 30 todds 

6 which were sold for 33/- per tod. 

a 9th JULY - Mr. Davis' servant from Swerford came over here with a man caught taking 
up night lines, duly baited and placed in Mr. Davis' large trout pond - I convicted 
him in the sum of 30/-d. inclusive of costs to be paid by the 2nd of August or he 
will be sent to prison for 3 weeks, A travelling woman calling herself the wife of 
a deceased Clergyman came to beg - sent her away deeming her story an improbable 
one - and she a notorious beggar.

The last of DAISY SHREWSBURY's 3=part reminiscences of Deddington iat ly 
at war brings the conflict closer to home ..... th 


Deddington had its fair share of evacuees. Some of them found 
"good country husbands” and put down their own roots in this part 
of the world. Despite seeming more remote than today Deddington was 
kept very aware of what was going on just over the horizon, and not just because of 
the soldiers and evacuees billeted here, and later the prisoners of war put to work 
on the farms. Daisy joined the Civil Defence to learn how to help out in case of 
disaster, though fortunately this never came. But "we could hear the German 
bombers droning overhead sounding much heavier on the way over than on the return 
after they'd dropped their bombs.“ And from the Hempton Road you could see the 
light in the sky marking fires in Birmingham and Coventry. Daisy remembers that a 
dummy was made of the Alcan factory some distance from the real one and that it 
actually was bombed. There was also a memory of a German bomber hedge-hopping to 
avoid detection, and dropping a bomb somewhere towards Kidlington. Her mother~in- 
law and sister-in-law saw it that Sunday afternoon while taking the children out 
for a walk. 
"Families seemed to go out for walks together much more then," Daisy muses. Just 
as it was much more usual to go out flower picking. Of course there were more wild 
flowers and it wasn't discouraged then - especially primrosing and bluebelling or, 
come February or March, going over to Tackley for fronds of pussy willow. 
We asked Daisy about VE Day. They'd gone on an outing to visit an aunt at 
Tiddington near Stratford on Avon, she told us - and didn't even realise it was VE 
» Day until they got home... SSN

As an Indian Army transport officer serving in Burma in "19 Div” " 
(The 19th Indian (Dagger) Divison ... part of the 'Forgotten' 14th ili ™ Me, de. 
Army) my particular memories of 1945 are briefly: 

1. Feb '45, "19 Div" (12000 British & Indian soldiers plus mules, guns & lorries) 
crossed the Irrawaddy river in little outboard motor boats, the Japanese being 

short of resources to hurl us back. Our soldiers battled with great success but 

men & mules were to lose their lives. 

2. In March on Mandalay Hill, I watched Allied planes bombing Mandalay Fort (1% 
miles square). Some bombs fell outside the Fort and tragically killed several 
British & Indian troops. Our medium gunners shelled the Fort's solid walls over

open sights without success ... walls too solid! 

3. 19 March, "19 Div" took Mandalay and the Union Jack was proudly raised in the 
presence of Mountbatten and General Slim. 

4. On VE Day, stupendous news that the war in Europe was over. Our war in Burma, 
however, continued and I do not recall jollifications, our pressing concern being 

to win & survive the Japanese war and then go home. 3 years East was enough! 

5. On VJ Day I was passing through Calcutta en route from Toungoo (S of Mandalay) 

to Peshawar in NW India for leave. I was alone when the news broke, so there was 

no one with me to celebrate and thank God for the bombs that ended World War Two. 

There was to be a fourth year, however, before my return to UK came about. 

My associations with "19 Div" (43-46), with 14th Army (44/45) & 'The Road to 

Mandalay’ are now proud and priceless memories and I am lucky to have them. ry 
Nevertheless Burma was only one theatre of WW2. and it is with a profound sense of 
humility that one remembers ALL theatres and ALL one's contemporaries who paid the 
supreme sacrifice and did not come back ... heroes all. HS =
